The General Assembly. 

The general assembly is stillin the 

transition state between organization and 
the regular and necessary work of the 
session. In the senate, the chairman of 
the committee appointed to reduce the 
judicial circuits of the state, in response 
to a motion, announced that the commit- 
tee were not ready to report. He said 
the work of reduction would involve con- 
siderable labor, and it might be several 
days before the committee would be able 
to report. The select committee appointed 
to investigate the matters referred to in 
the special message of Governor Colquitt 
were authorized toemploy a stenographer. 
Various bills, after a recess of half an 
hour, were introducedjand read the first 
time. The bill to prescribe the manner 
of giving notice of intention to apply to 
the legislature for the passage of local 
and special bills passed to a second read- 
ing. 
+ In the house, a resolution providing 
that the election of judges of the supe- 
rior courts of the state shall not take 
place before the 25th inst., was tabled. 
Mr. Tatum, of Dade, introduced a bill to 
repeal the act creating the agricultural 
department. On the part of the house a 
committee of ten was appointed to co- 
operate with a like committee from the 
senate in looking to an early adjourn- 
ment of the session. 
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The Southern Claims Again. 

We must once more give expression to 
the pleasure we feel at the revised atti- 
tude of the editor of the New York Tri- 
bune toward the claims of southern loy- 
alists. Heretofore, the Tribune has been 
opposed to what it was pleased to term 
rebel claims, but we took early occasion 
to point out to our esteemed contempora- 
ry that there is no such thing as a rebel 
claim, in the proper meaning of that 
term, pending before congress, and that 
therefore the Peril of the Nation was not 
nearly so Awful. We endeavored toshow 
our mystified, but much respected con- 
temporary that the claims to which he 
alluded were none other than the de- 
mands of so-called loyal southerners for 
property used or destroyed by the federal 
forces that occupied the south, and we 
took pains to assure him that the south- 
ern democrats would be very far. from 
pursuing the plan adopted by a_republi- 
can congress, which, according to a cam- 
paign boast of Sneak*Sherman, had al- 
ready paid these dodgers’ bogus demands 
the amount of one hundred millions of 
dollars. Albeit the Tribune is still afraid 
that the democracy will make an effort 
to renumerate the bogus loyalty of these 
claimants, we are glad to see that the ed- 
itor has placed these claims upon a prop- 
er footing.

And yet the purer patriot 
who edits the Tribune is doing all he can 
to convince his readers that the ‘rebel 
brigadiers” are’engaged in a movement 
to reward the peculiarly odious treachery 
embodied in the action of those who, 
while professing to be devoted confeder- 
ates, were really union men. If the edi- 
tor of the Tribune will sit farther away 
from the furnace, and endeavor to keep 
cool, he will be very agreeably surprised 
when the democrats come to vote on 
these southern claims.

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The Florida Frauds and the Cipher 
Dispatches. 

Commenting upon the published cipher 
(lispatches, Mr. C. E. Dyke, a very prom- 
inent Florida elector and politician, sheds 
some light upon that portion of them re- 
lating to the proffers of a bargain. Mr. 
Dyke says he hud been told that the vote 
of one of the republican members of the 
returning board could be bought. The 
sum named as the price was fifty thou- 
sand dollars.

My friends were fully 
aware of the fact that my residence abroad 
was only temporary—that I persistently 
avowed Georgia as my home, and claimed 
no citizenship outside of her imits. While 
in New York I was engaged in the earnest 
and laborious practice of my profession, 
having been admitted to the bar of that 
state, without examination, upon the cer- 
tificate of the Hon. William B. Fleming, 
judge of the superior courts of the eastern 
district of Georgia, and upon motion of the 
Hon. Charles O’Conor. 

During my residence in New York I had 
no connection whatever with politics, either 
state or federal. I persistently refrained 
from voting, because the exercise of that 
right would have involved a change of citi- 
zenship. I could not, in conscience, vote, 
because I was a Georgian and intended so to 
remain. Ll committed no aet which stulti- 
fied my claim to Geergia citizenship, or an- 
tagonized my avowed intentions. At al! 
times did I keep inyself in close communion 
with Georgia and her citizens, and my 
leisure hours were largely devoted to the 
perpetuation of the historical memories of 
my state; and of the recollections of the 
confederate struggle for independence. I! 
was born in Georgia. With the exception 
of the absence above referred to, my days 
have been passed within her borders. My 
people for full five generations have been 
good and true citizens of Georgia as a col- 
ony and a state. My great-grandfather gave 
his life for Georgia at the siege of Savannah, 
in 1779. All my dead are here. . 1 have al- 
ways been a citizen of Georgia. It is and 
has been my highest pride and honor to 
cherish and acknowledge that allegiance. 
From earliest infancy I have loved and 
reverenced her traditions. In loyalty to 
her memories, fair fame and best interests, 
and in truest affection for her citizens and 
institutions. I yield the palm to none.

He left Georgia in 1865 for a special pur- 

ose, temporary in its nature. At the time 
* left he intended to return after its ac- 
complishment, and never abandoned 
that intention, and in pursuance of it, 
did actually return, as stated, in April, 
1877, and is now, at the earnest request of a 
large number of his professional brothers 
of the Augusta circuit, a candidate for the 
office of judge. 

The friends of other aspirants for 
the position, while conceding that it 
may have been his intention to re- 
turn to Georgia, as stated, assert that 
still the law renders him _ineligi- 
ble; that his absence from the state for 
about twelve years deprives him of his citi- 
zenship and makes him a foreigner.

The following is a fair summary of the 
law on the subject: 

The constitution of 1798 fixed no qualifi- 
cations for judges of the ve eye court, but 
in article 3, section 1 (Cobb’s digest, page 
1,121), simply prescribed that: “The judges 
of the superior courts shall be elected (by

scribing: ‘“fhat no person shall be qualified 
for, and eligible to, the office of judge 
ihe superior. court of this state who 
shall not have been a resident citizen of this 
state for ten years immediately preceding 
his election, and who shall not have been a 
resident inhabitant of the circuit or district 
in which he may be e ected for at least one | 
year before his election, and who shall not 

ave arrived at the age of thirty years, and 
who shall not have been duly admitted and 
licensed to plead and practice in the several] 
courts of law and equity in this state (ex- 
cept the supreme court) five years at least 
prior to his election.” 

It will be observed and especially noted 
that at the time the act of 12th of January, 
1852, was passed the constitution then in 
force did not prescribe any qualifications, 
but left the matter to be regulated by the 
legislature.

In case of White vs. Clements, 39 Ga. re-

Georgia says: “The very fact that the con- 
stitution declares certain persons entitled to 
vote is by implication a denial of that right 


exercising the right to vote, it by necessary 
implication prohibits the legislature from 
adding new disqualifications. So, too, if the 
constitution prescribes a qualification for an 
office, it by necessary implication denies to 
the legislature the power to fix new and 
other qualifications, The constitution of 
1868 provides that no person convicted of- 
treason, embezzlement:of the public funds, 
etc., etc., shall be permitted to vote. Would 
it be competent for the legislature to pro- 
vide any other disqualifieations? Could it, 
for instance, provide that one convicted of a 
mere misdemeanor shall not vote? The 
same clause provides that idiots and insane 
persons shall not vote. Could the legislature 
provide that persons who cannot read shall 
not vote? Very clearly not. And yet there 
is no express provision denying to the leg- 
islature this power, nor is there any express 
guarantee of this right to those who cannot 
read. The exercise of such a soya is for- 
bidden ta the legislature by the very fact 
that the framers of the constitution, by en- 
tering upon the subject of the disqualifica- 
tions by declaring that certain persons shall 
vote and certain others shall not vote, have 
expressed the sovereign will upon the whole 
subject, and though there is no express de- 
nial to the legislature of the right to add new 
clauses or to fix new disqualifications, yet by 
necessary implication the right is denied. 
Precisely the same thing is true as to the 
right to hold office. Had the constitution 
said nothing about it, it might fairly be 
presumed that it was a matter of legislative 
discretion. But this is not thecase. There 
are special disqualifications for various ofti- 
cers. The judges and attorney-general must 
have been three years citizens of the state, 
be thirty years of age, and have practiced 
law three years. Now, can it be for a mo- 
ment pretended that it would be in the 
power of the legislature to add more dis- 
qualifications to those fixed by the constitu- 
tion? Could it, for instance, require a prop- 
erty qualification? The bare fact that the 
Fconstitution enters upon the subject and 
fixes any qualifications or disqualifications 
is an implied prohibition to any legislative 
interference,” etc. ; 

Similar principles were decided in_ the 
case of Barney vs. McCreery, Clark & Hall's 
reports, 176, where it was determined that 
the states could not add to qualifications of 
members of congress other qualifications 
not in the federal constitution. See also 
Story on the constitution, sections 624 and 
620, 

It is clear from the foregoing that section 
234 of the code of 1863, section 228 of the 
code of 1868, and section 238 of the code of 
1873, all having for their  fonnda- 
tion the act of 12th January, 1852, page 6d, 
are in conflict both with the constitution of 
1868 and of 1877. Under the said constitu- 
tions,the words ‘‘resident citizens’ are omit- 
ted, and only ‘‘citizen’”’ used, and under the 
latter the judge need not be taken even 
*from the circuit, but could be taken from 
the state at large. 

Colonel C. C. Jones, jr., was born and reared 
in Georgia, and that state is his domicil of 
origin. Has he renounced his citizenship? 

Section 53 of the code of 1863, and section 
49 of the code of 1868, and section 46 of the 
code of 1873, all say: ‘Except in time of war, 
every citizen shall have the right of expa- 
triation, with a view to become a citizen of 
another state or country not a part of the 
United States, with which this state is at 
peace. The declaration or avowal of such 
intention, accompanied by actual removal, 
is held a renunciation of all his rights and 
duties as a citizen.’’ And section 54 of the 
code of 1863, and section 50 of the code of 
1868, and section 47 of the code of 1873, say: 
“Until citizenship is acquired elsewhere, 
after compliance with the terms of section 
preceding this, the person continues a citi- 
zen of Georgia and of the United States.” 

The evidence to support a change from 
the domicil of origin must be express, or 
such as to show that if the question had 
been formally submitted to the party whose 
domicil is in dispute, he would have de- 
clared his wish for a change; i. e., such an 
intention must be found to have actually 
existed in the mind of the party, or it must 
appear that it was reasonably certain it 
would have existed if the question had 
arisen in a form requiring a deliberate and 
solemn determination. Douglass vs. Doug- 
lass, 41 L: J., Ch. 74; same case, L. T. (N. 38) 
530. 

Where a change of domicil of origin is 
charged, burden of proof is on party alleg- 
ing such charge. 20 L. J., Pro. case 1; Max- 
well vs. McLure, 6 Jur.,( N.S.) 407; Ames vs. 
Duryea, 61 N. Y., 609.° 

Not only must there be the fact of re- 
moval, and the intent to acquire a new 
domicil, but there must also be the intent 
to abandon the old.—Jopp vs. Wood, 34, L. 
J. Ch., 212; 53 N. Y., 556. 

All the authorities agree that there must 
be an intention to do both. In some Eng- 
lish cases this-rule has been stated so 
broadly as toimply that there must be an 
intention to abandon one’s citizenship. 
Thus, Lord Kingsdown says: “A®man must 
intend to become a Frenchman instead of 
an Englishman.’’—Moorehouse vs. Lord, 10 
H. L. cases 291, 292. 

Deseription in legal documents is admis 
sible as proof of intention, though little 
importance is to be attached to it; thus, de- 
scription in a charter party, in a will, on 
other legal instruments has been held of 
but slight, if any, weight.—9 Cranch, 3838, 
414; Jopp vs. Wood, 34, L, G. Ch., 212; Wil- 
son ys. Terry, 9 Allen, 214; Gilman ys. Gil- 
man, 52 Maine, 165; Smith vs. Croom, 
7 Fla., 81. ° 

Owning real estate also slight importance. 
—Hood’s estate, 21 Penn., 106; Summerville 
vs. Summerville, 5 Ves., 783; Gould vs. 
Smith, 48 Mo., 43. 

The presumption which arises from a 
long continued residence may be met by 
the contrary presumption which arises from 
the special object, or purpose of the resi- 
dence,or from other indications of intention.

Residence, of however long a time it may 
be continued, cannot constitute a domicil 
without the intention of permanently 
making it a home.

A residence of over twelve years not 
deemed conclusive. 53 N. Y., 556; and 
where person went to Europe in 1859, made 
a will there in 1868, and died there in 1871, 
having at one time intended to return, but 
owing to bad health and danger of ‘caossing 
the ocean, under advice of physicians, 
finally determined to remain in Europe, 1t 
was held that domicil in New York was not 
lost, as no other domicil had been acquired. 

556, 
In conclusion, with the above as ‘‘a reason 
for the faith that is in us,’ we would state 
that, in our opinion, under the law and the 
facts of the case, Charles C. Jones, jr., esq., 
is clearly eligible to the office of judge o 
the superior court of the Augusta circuit.
